Virginius was performed here, last night, followed by 4 Roland for 
an Oliver, after which, was produced a new Military Pantomime, enti- 
tled The Guerilla Chief and his Daughters. We do not profess our- 
selves very much versed iu the mysteries of serious pantomime, but we 
imagine that the cleverest developer of ballets of action would be 
puzzled to understand or detail the story of The Guerilla Chief ; it is, 
however; got up with much expence, and considerable effeet ; the 
dresses and grouping are picturesque, and the performers did there ut- 
most to eusnre success. Mrs. W. Barrymore fought with a spirit and 
skill that reminded us of the heroine uf Zaragosa. The piece was 
received with loud applause by a house crowded to excess. 

PLOT. 

The Guerilla is first introduced to us with his daughters taking re- 
freshment. ‘The sound of an approaching army is heard, and rouses 
him to join a number of his comrades, when dreadful hostilities ensue. 
He returns wounded to his house, at which a detachment of the foe 
halt and take refreshment. He then endeavours to assassinate the 
Commanding Officer, but is disarmed, and taken prisoner. His daugh- 
ters, in the most inconsistent disguise, obtain interviews with him.— 
In one of these, one of his daughters, Bianca, (Mrs. Barrymore) is en- 
gaged in combat with an officer in his own bed-room. The piece con- 
cludes with the release of the Guerilla, and a victory over his enemies, 
which is celebrated with dancing. Mrs. Noble, as'one of the daugh- 
ters, played and danced exceedingly well.

Ave.pat.—The Proprietors of this Theatre taking advantage of the 
popular excitement occasioned by the late glorious victory of Navarino, 
produced, last night, a new Nautical Burletta, entitled Nelson '; or, 
the Life of a Sailor, The story embraces some of the principal in- 
cidents in the life of that distinguished commander, such as the attack 
on Santa Cruz, the Battles of the Nile, and Trafalgar, with the cir- 
cumstance of his wound in the arm, and subseqnént death at the Bat- 
tle of Trafalgar. ‘The piece is written by Mr. Ball, author of The 
Pilot, and is, as a composition, quite below mediocrity; asa vehidle 
for the display of nautical scenery, it may, when the scene-shifters, 
&c. are more perfect, prove an attractive drema. Last night nearly 
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every thing failed ; we were to have had the blowing up of the French 
ship, L’Orieat, instead of which, after completely darkening the 
Theatre, they treated us with a general exhibition of the lights and 
mechanism intended to accomplish the said explosion, but which only 
took place before the curtain in the hisses of the audience. ‘The piece 
has evidently been got up with extreme haste, and will, no doubt, be 
much improved by a few representations ; but it has not the merit of 
previous productions of the same kind at this house. 


The acting almost wholly depended on T. P. Cooke, and he has 
added to his previously unrivalled reputation in the personation of nan- 
tical charactere. In the present instance, his John Sykes, must warm 
the heart of every one feeling as au Englishman ought to fee! towards 
those most noble specimens of English character, British sailors. Mr. 
Cooke exhibits the noble daring, the warm-heartedness, and reckless 
gaiety of these brave sons of the ocean, to the life ;—his perfection in 
representing the true British tar, absolutely ought to entitle him to the 
gratitude of his country ; it is so completely an incentive to valor, that 
we are persuaded many a visitor to the Adelphi gallery, last night, long- 
ed to be a sailor. Mr. Terry, asthe gallant Nelson, looked the cho- 
racter admirably, and gave out his orders and bits of bravery with all 
due force and solemnity. Mr. and Mrs. Yates, and Mr. Wilkinson, did 
all they could, but we must defer particularising their me:its—The 
house was crowded to excess, and the applause pretty general. Mr. 
Cooke announced the piece forrepetition in nautical phrase, apologis- 
ing for the imperfections,and promising that they would be in ‘ better 
sailing trim’’ to-morrow.
